Sara Dee Rainey. chairman of 
the victory committee of the Stu- 
dent Government association said 
Wednesday that she was very en- 
couraged over the results of the 
drive although the student sales 
are lagging far behind those of the 
faculty. Of the $54,400 only $1,200.80 
in stamps and bonds has been pur- 
chased by students.

The visits of the traveling secre- 
tary to a camp have often been a 
help in organizing the "university of 
captivity." wit!* a regular schedule 
cf classes six days a week, and a 
curriculum comparable to that of 
a liberal arts college.

Many persons wonder how help 
1'i-ts to Europe The money is cabled 
from New York to Geneva, not sent 
liy mail The money is sent under 
lieinnt granted by IkC United States 
Treasury department.
